There has been a Massive exploitation of the 
forests, explains DeVargas. "The companies pay 
small amounts to rape the forest and leave them 
bare. . . They don’t care about the long-term ef- 
fects. They reap the profits and then pack up and 
move on . , , And all we get are wages— —from our 
forests." ~ 

It is the same way with the mining companies, 
explains DeVargas. "Exxon corporation was drilling 
on Forest Service land for uranium, (Mining permits 
are free on Forest Service land.) Exxon has been 
able to get the same land Chicanos have been crying 
for all along but never got." 

He compares the exploitation of the forests to 
the present natural gas crisis where New Mexico re- 
serves are leaving the state at cheap prices while 
New Mexicans pay exorbitant amounts for their own 
resource. 1 

The people of northern New Mexico also score 
the Forest Service for its secrecy. If the Forest 
Service Is so civic minded, they ask, why doesn’t 
it share itB plans with the community instead of 
Just sending notices and impact statements to the 
industries and the environmentalists? 

DeVargas proposes that the communities adjacent 
to the National Forests pick four or five representa- 
tives to participate in and approve the Forest Ser- 
vice planning that affects their communities. 

In this situation, the people of Rio Arriba 
often see the environmentalists as being on the same 
side as the Forest Service and industry, "It Is all 
right to have wilderness, but we have to have work 
too," affirms Fred Chavez. Chavez explains how the 
new environmental regulations fall hardest on the 
log cutters who not only lose work but have to do 
all the cleaning up that is now required and who don't 
get additional pay for it. 

Still, both Chavez and DeVargas feel that the en- 
vironmentalists are often right about the harmful 
long-term results of various logging practices. And 
DeVargas suggests that the reason the community and 
the environmentilis ts sometimes collide is due to the 
refusal of the environmental groups to do the neces- 
sary grassroots organizing and educating around the 
Issues . 

For Rio Arriba, one of the poorest counties in 
the country, the problem is not lack of resources, 
DeVargas emphasizes, but lack of control, 

"If the timber belonged to the people, we could 
exchange it for the necessities we don't have, like 
steel and tractors, and there would be cheap lumber 
for our people to build homes."

GAYS PROTEST EXCLUSION FROM 

CANADIAN HUMAN RIGHTS ACT PROTECTIONS 

OTTAWA (CUP/LNS)— The Canadian government has 
come under severe criticism from gay people across 
Canada for its refusal to include 'sexual orienta- 
tion* in the proposed Canadain Human Rights Act. 

"We deserve and demand protection under the 
Canadian Human Rights Act," says David Garmaise, 
etord;na~:f of the National Gay Rights Coalition 
which represents 33 gay groups in Canada. Gay 
people are being discriminated against every day 
for no good reason ... By excluding legislation 
on this vital and crucial issue, the government is 
in effecr condoning discrimination." 

Legislation creating the Canadian Human Rights 
Ac* was i.rat introduced in 1975 and prohibits dis- 
crimination on the basis of race, national or eth- 
nic origin, color, religion, age, sex and marital 
status . 

The National Gay Rights Coalition has been 
lobbying to have protective legislation for homo- 
sexuals included in the act. But the group learned 
this summer that the legislation was to be reintro- 
duced without the Inclusion of sexual orientation 
A Department of Justice official claimed that pro- 
posed amendments to the Human Rights Act would 
"only in iude the traditional grounds of discrim- 
ination," despite the fact that the unprecedented 
category 'physical handicap' was recently added 
to the list of prohibited grounds of disci imination . 

Legislation protecting gays is badly needed, 
Germai.se pci no s out, because of many instances of 
overt discrimination that are occurring against 
lesbians and gay men. "Anti-gay attitudes are ex- 
tremely widespread," he emphasizes. 

"An RCMP (Royal Canadian Mounted Police) 
spokesperson was recently quoted as saying that 
prospective officers were investigated for possible 
'character weaknesses ' — including alcoholism, homo- 
sexuality and traits such as extreme dependence 
on one’s mother, Because agencies like the RCMP 
persist in treating homosexuality as an illness 
or character disorder, they can in total secrecy 
deny security clearances . . - promotions and Jobs 

to gay people. 

"Not t.i include one of Canada’s largest minor- 
ities in the Act is a violation of every principle 
of freedom and dignity. Gays in Canada are dis- 
tressed by the government's continuing refusal to 
recognize the rights of its gay citizens."

But it does not protect the coke workers' 
seniority and pay if they are transferred because 
the work has induced cancer. 

Air Pollution Dear an Pennsylvania 

Also in October, Pennsylvania dropped mere 
than S3 million in air poilutlcn fines against 
l' S Steel, and promised the company immunity 
iron, prosecution, "In return" the company 
premised to spend $400 million tc install new 
u r- u ovens at its Ciairton coke wor ks and $153 
million for control devices on existing coke 
evens elsewhere 

But few observers believe that will bring 
me company into compliance with air quality 
standards. And the coke oven hoods being planned 
for Ciairton, in fact, conflict with the new 
OSHa rules.

WASHINGTON (D.C, Gaze tte/LNS)— Nearly two- 
thirds of all presidential cabinet members between 
1897 and 1973 were Influential corporate executives 
prior to their cabinet selections. 

In a study which surveyed 205 cabinet members 
and acting secretaries, Peter Freitag of the State 
University of New York at Stonybrook found that the 
overwhelming majority had been corporate directors 
or officers in major industries, banks, insurance 
companies, utilities or transportation companies. 

Freitag discovered that the proportion of 
big businessmen in the cabinet reached its highest 
figure in history in the Nixon administration, when 
96 per cent of the cabinet came from big business. 

"Human Behavior" magazine, which reported 
Freitag* s findings, added that after they finished 
their terms, nearly two- thirds of the cabinet 
members surveyed returned to high positions in 
business, -30-

MICHIGAN COURT RULES TO RELEASE RED SQUAD DOSSIERS 

NEW YORK (Detroit Sun/LNS) — More than one 
hundred victims of the Michigan State Police's 
ted squad spying activities have won the right to 
see their secret police dossiers as a result of 
a aeries cf lawsuits* 

Although Circuit Judge Thomas Brown ordered 
the destruction of all the files — an estimated 
50,000 — last March, the Michigan Court of Appeals 
blocked his order. Recent decisions In two counties 
declared unconstitutional the 1950 law under which 
red squad files were created. 

The opening of the red Squad dossiers could 
read to a new series of lawsuits claiming specific 
damages for thos Involved, who indlude teachers, 
lawyers, autc workers, union officials and anti- 
war and civil rights activists, 

lhe United Auto Workers Union has sued In 
Wayne County for Michigan State and Detroit police 
fixes on its members and officials, charging that 
the police had given information on union contract 
negotiations ic the auto companies. 

And witnesses before the Michigan House Civil 
Rights Committee charged earlier this year that J; 
red squad actions led to at least two firings at 
Michigan alleges. The Committee also received 
evidence indicating that the Chrysler corporation

Ban the can' laws requiring deposits on non- 
returnable cans and bottles fared better nationwide. 
Voters in Maine and Michigan approved the legisla- 
tion, making them the third and fourth states — 
i o flowing Oregon and Vermont — tc pass beverage 
container legislation. 

Maine's strong environmental orientation 
helped pass the initiative m that state- In Michigan 
the beverage container industry spent about $3 million 
to the environmentalists' $100,000, but strong grass- 
roots organizing that tapped the support of labor, 
t dimers and other groups, is believed to account for 
die outcome 

Similar initiatives were defeated in Massachu- 
setts and Colorado. The Massachusetts bottle initi- 
ative lost by only 15,000 votes, in part because of 
a very hot media campaign including an industry 
ad claiming that the bottle law would cost each 
iamilv $100 per year. The Environmental Protection 
Agency was quoted in the ad, although EPA held a 
press .onference saying that the figure was taken 


out of context, and distorted the facts. 

The bottle law fared worst in Colorado, where 
Coors Beer company was a strong force against the 
legislation.

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CRITICS QUESTION PENTAGON OFFICIALS’ TIES 
WITH KEY B-l CONTRACTORS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Critics of the B-l Bomber have 
raised conflict of interest" charges against two 
of the five military officials who are to make the 
Pentagon’s production decision on the Air Force’s 
controversial pet project. The Carter Administration 
will then have the final say as to whether the B-l 
Bomber will be built. 

As Director of Defense Research and Engineering, 
Dr. Malcolm Currie is in charge of developing new 
weapons for the military and is the third most 
powerful official in the Pentagon. Currie’s "objec- 
tivity” in the B-l decision is highly suspect, the 
anti-B-1 coalition charged in a November 8 letter 
to Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld 

In the midst of the production decision on the 
Condor Missile in late 1975, Rockwell International 
President Robert 0. Anderson flew Currie to the 
company's exclusive fishing lodge in the Bahamas - 
After the trip, Currie became an unusually vocal 
advocate of the Condor, A congressional committee 
investigating his role in the eventual go-ahead 
decision on the missile concluded that Currie 
showed apparent favoritism toward Rockwell His 
conduct in this instance raised questions about using 
public office for private gain." 

Assistant Secretary of Defense Frank Shtcntz’s 
impartiality has also been questioned From 1958 
to 1973, Shrontz was Boeing Aircraft’s Director 
Sales Operations, He quit in 1973 to join the 
Department of Defense. Boeing and Rockwell are two 
of^the three prime contractors for producing the 

The B-l Bomber has been the most contested 
weapons in the military budget over the last two 
years. In 1976, the House of Representatives support- 
ed production, but the Senate opposed it, and a 
conference committee of both houses finally agreed 
to give the final decision to the next presidential 
administration, after the Pentagon makes its final 
decision

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SEATTLE WOMAN FIGHTS FOR FIREFIGHTER JOB 

NEW YORK (Dollars & Seuse/LNS)--Af ter years 
cf struggle by Seattle women, the city’s Fire 
Department hired six female recruits last March. 
Five resigned Under pressure and Lori Lakahaa-- 
a former swimming instructor and discus thrower-- 
was fired for being "physically incapable." 

Supported by her union and other organiza- 
tions, Lakahas has filed discrimination charges 
with the City s Women's Rights Office, which has 
itself been under attack since awarding $150,000 
and reinstatement to 10 trainees fired by the 
1-vCal electric company. 

"Ncne cf us would have been hired in the 
first place if ether women hadn't demanded, ar- 
gued and pushed toward this goal," Lakshas says. 

"It tcck ever 25 years for minority men to gain 
entry. It could take women that long too unless 
scmecne takes a stand j.ow."

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CARTER'S "HALO" EFFECT EXPOSED 

WASHINGTON, DoC. (D.C. Gazette/LNS)— An in- 
ternal manual prepared for the Jimmy Carter cam- 
paign ins true tea Carter workers on how to create 
crowds by stalling automobiles and how to give 
Carter a hale effect when he appeared on tele- 
vision. 

One section of the 111-page manual instructed 
campaign workers tc stall cars on roadways when- 
ever Carter appeared, in order to produce larger 
crowds. "These techniques," it said, "will enable 
ycu to draw substantial crowds in a relatively 
invisible manner and will lead the press to be- 
lieve the candidate drew the crowds." 

Tne manual ale: recommended the use of cer- 
tain kinds cf t.v . 1 lights from low angles to em- 
phasize Carter's hair. It stated that the right 
kind cf lighting would produce a "nimbus effect," 
described later as "a radiant circle ever Carter’s 
head."

mental role i .. pLanning the Bay cf Pigs invasion 
of Cuba; and made no effort to disguise his in- 
volvements in Lebanon, Santa Domingo, and Chile. 
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
